The Christmas card la the elabora­ 
tion of the so called Christmas pieces 
which were so popular in the first half 
of the last century* They were sheets 
of paper, often surrounded by pen 
flourishes forming birds, scrolls, and 
sometimes headed with copperplate en 
cravings, plain or colored.

Court today ordered the Frisco re­ 
ceivers to institute restitution snits 
against the Frisoo officers and direc­ 
tors. An unnecessary burden is now 
carried by the Frisco as the result of 
the manipulations of the 
“officials” 
syndicate*” it is charged. 
The court’s order is qualified only 
by the proviso that such suits shall 
be brought if the special counsel ap­ 
pointed today believe that they can be 
successfully maintained. 
That the special counsel will be con­ 
vinced that such suits would be suc­ 
cessful is generally agreed as the at­ 
torneys are the men who represented 
William W Niles of New York, a Fria 
co stockholder, in his petition for per­ 
mission to bring restitution suits. 
The suits are to be based on the 
sale to the Frisco of feeder lines that 
were represented by 
syndicates 
of 
which certain Frisco officials 
were 
members- 
In directing the receivers to take 
8tops to recover these profits Judge 
Sanborn rejected the petition of W. 
W. Niles of New York to sue as an 
individual stockholder, but he order­ 
ed that Niles’ attorneys, John D. and 
Loomis Johnson, act as counsel for the 
receivers- Niles had 
charged 
that 
Judge Henry S. Priest, who has serv­ 
ed as attorney for the receivers and 
also acted for Yoakum and other in­ 
terests in bringing on the receivership 
was too much involved on both sides 
and should be disqualified. Judge San­ 
born displaced him and also Judge 
Walter F- Evans, counsel of the Fris­ 
co, as counsel for the receivers- 
Niles had charged that Receivers 
W. C. Nixon and AV. B. Biddle were 
not the proper persons, to conduct the 
restitution suits because of their af­ 
filiation with Yoakum and the fact 
that only recently they resigned as 
president and vice president of the 
Frisco, respectively- Judge Sanborn 
settled this point by stipulating in his 
decree that James C. Lusk shall act 
as “chairman of the receivers-" He 
was not previously connected with the 
Frisco, and he is to have charge of 
the restitution suits.

Chicago, IIL, Dec. 27.—Only forty- 
four lynchings, known to be such be­ 
yond doubt, have occurred in the Unit 
ed States during the year 1913- This 
is the la west number on record, more 
than 50 being -ecorded last year and 
as many as 260 in some previous 
years. 
The record for the year shows de­ 
cided improvement in other respects 
th^n in mere number of victims. So far 
as the newspaper accounts show none 
of the victims was burned 
at 
the 
stake, an atrocity that has been in­ 
dulged in by infuriated mobs more 
than once in the past* Nor were any 
of the lynching cases this year ac­ 
companied by the socalled race riots, 
which always added to the number of 
victims and served to intensify the 
antagonism of the white and black 
races. 
The town of Harriston, Miss*, furn­ 
ished the nearest approach to a 
“reign of murder*” when two drug- 
crazed mulatto boys, on September 28, 
ran amuck and started a riot in the 
course of which three white men, four 
negro men and 
negro woman met 
death. The two Y #ys were killed by the 
citizens, but aa they met death while 
resisting capture 
the 
case cannot 
strictly be classed as one of lynch­ 
ing. 
In the forty-four lynchings the vic­ 
tims of all but one were negroes, and 
all but two of the cases occurred in 
Southern States. No woman was in­ 
cluded among the year’s victims* 
(North Dakota and Montana were the 
two Northern States in which lynch­ 
ings occurred* At Ray, N. D., Cleve 
Culbertson, a white man, accused of 
the murder of three persons, was tak­ 
en from jail by a mob and hanged. The 
only other case in a Northern state 
occurred at Mondak, Mont., in April* 
when J* C. Collins, a negro, who shot 
and killed the sheriff and deputy sher­ 
iff of the county, was hanged by a mob 
The states in which the lynchings 
occurred during the year and the num­ 
ber in each were as follows: Alabama 
2, Arkansas I, Florida 4, Georgia 8, 
Kentucky I, Louisiana 4, Mississippi 
8, Montana I* North Carolina I, North 
Dakota I, South Carolina I, Tennessee 
2, Texas 6. 
There was at least one lynching for 
every month in the year, August, the 
hottest month, leading with eight- Fol­ 
lowing are the lynchings by months: 
January 3, February 5, March 3, April 
I, May 2, June 4* July 4, August 8, 
September 4, October I, November 4, 
December 5. 
Double lynchings occurred at Blan­ 
chard, La*, Cornelia, Ga., and Pauls 
Valley, Okla. At Houston, Miss.* two 
negroes were lynched a day apart, both 
being accused of complicity in the 
same crime* At Drew, Miss., jk negro 
was lynched by members of his own 
race after he had shot and killed two 
negro women and two negro men. 
As in previous years, murders of 
white persons and crimes or alleged 
crimes against white women cashed 
most of the summary executions* The 
murders were in the big majority, 
however, and the number of cases in 
which attacks on women were charged 
showed a gratifying decrease over the 
figures of previous years. 
Nineteen of toe victims of the forty- 
four lynchings were accused of the 
murder of whits men. Four were chang 
ed with murdering white girls or wo­ 
men. Attempted criminal assault is on 
record as responsible tor nine of the 
lynchings- Two negroes were lynched 
tor frightening white women, one for 
insulting a white woman, and another 
for betag found concealed under tho 
bed in a womans room. Two negroes 
Here lynched fir shooting or n sa a L 


ing white men, one for robbery and 
shooting* one for assisting a negro 
murderer to escape, and another for 
horse stealing- In one case the crime 
charged against the victim was not 
stated. 
The gratifying decrease in lynching 
in Southern States is attributed large 
ly to the efforts that have been made 
by governors, 
county 
sheriffs and 
prominent citizens in the 
last 
few 
years to prevent mob violence. Many 
of those in authority have acted prom­ 
ptly and energetically to prevent lynch 
ings, with the declared policy of giv­ 
ing the law free opportunity for the 
punishment of all alleged offenders, 
white or black- 
A notable example was set on Aug­ 
ust 18 by the sheriff at Spartan burg, 
S. C. In spite of the fact that dwna- 
mite was used, he prevented a mob 
from lynching a negro who was ac­ 
cused cf assaulting a white woman. 
Later the negro as tried before a 
white jury and found not guilty*
